WASHINGTON (AP) - Here 


are answers to some of the 
most frequently asked ques- 
tions about President Nixon's 
Phase 2 economic program, 
scheduled to go into effect Nov. 
14: 


Q. Is my salary still frozen? 
A. No. But wages in Phase 2 


will be subject to review by a 
three-part Pay Board, com- 
posed of labor, management 
and 
public 
representatives. 


When it is formed, it will devel- 
op wage criteria for the nation. 


Q. How do you translate the 


goal of 2 to 3 per cent inflation, 
as President Nixon has pro- 
posed, into a permissible wage 
guideline? 


A. That will be the job of the 


Pay Board. 
But economists 


think it means a wage guideline 
of generally 5 to 6 per cent. 
This is determined by linking 
salaries to productivity, worker 
output-per-man-hour, which is 
rising at about 3 per cent a 
year. 


Q. Can I get a contract in- 


crease that was supposed to go 
inio ettect curing the freeze? 


A. Maybe. Again, this is the 


job of the Pay Board. Suppose 
you were due a 10-cent-an-hour 
raise on Aug. 18, but it was fro- 
zen until Nov. 13. On Nov. 14, 
that 10-cent-an-hour boost will 
be subject to the wage criteria 
developed by the Pay Board, 
which could decide it's either 
too much or within the stand- 
ards. 


Q. What about the pay I lost 


from Aug. 10 to Nov. 13? Do I 
get the retroactive pay? 


A. The government now aays 


no, or at least has strongly Im- 
plied no by saying that "wages 
were frozen and that's that." 
But this is a hot issue with or- 
ganized labor. The issue may 
not yet be totally resolved. 


Q. Are prices and rents free 


to zoom up after Nov. 13? 


A. No. Both will be subject to 


price standards developed by 
the Price Commission, a seven- 
member group composed of 
public members. 


Q. How much will prices be 


allowed to rise? 


A. Again, that's the Price 


Commission's job. But they will 
have to fit Uwir standards with- 
in Nixon's goal of reducing the 
riae in prices to no more than 2 
to 3 per cent by the end of 1972. 


Q. How long can I expect 


Phase 2 to last? 


A. Some economists would 


say until there is a Phase 3, 
implying continued massive, 
comprehensive and permanent 
controls. The administration 
doesn't want to put a termina- 
tion date on Phase 2 for strate- 
gic reasons. If you say it is go- 
ing to end next July 1, for ex- 
ample, it could lead to a big 
explosion in wages and prices 
shortly after. The best answer 
is that Phase 2 will probably 
last at least a year, perhaps 
longer, perhaps permanently. 
No one knows. 


Q. Will the government or the 


various boards publish price 
guidelines to let people know 
what they should be paying for 
certain items in various areas? 


A. Again, this it uncertain. It 


is likely there will be price ceil- 
ings, such as there we now un- 
der the freeze, and they would 
be determined by the Price 
Commission. The best guess 
now is that the ceilings will be 
based on the freeze price, plus 
an acceptable percentage rise 
published by the Price Commis- 
sion. This would avoid toe com- 
prehensive control job of deter- 
mining the price ceilings for 
each individual item.

When working cables, un- 


less otherwise specifically di- 
rected 
in the instructions, 


start row count as follows: 
purled, or wrong side of work 
—row one. This will assure 
that 
every 
odd-numbered 


row will come on the wrong 
side of the work and every 
even-numbered 
r o w 
will 


come on the right side of tin- 
work. This method of count- 
ing rows should make the 
work less confusing 
when 


making the cable row itself, 
as it will automatically throw 
the cable onto the even- 
numbered row and on the 
right side of the work. 


When making a cable, slip 


the desired number of sts 
onto the cable-stitch holder, 
keeping the curve in the hold- 


er down. When the sts are 
on, turn the needle-points of 
the holder down and very 
lightly stick 
the 
left-hand 


point of the holder into t he- 
knitting to keep it firmly in 
position. Work the next num- 
ber of sts called 
for and 


then, instead of knitting the 
sts from the holder, which 
many 
knitters 
often 
find 


awkward, slip the sts from 
the holder back onto the left- 
hand needle and then knit 
them off from this. 


To keep the holder readily 


available 
when working a 


number of cables in the row, 
stick the holder lightly into 
the work, taking care that it 
does not split the threads of 
the knitting.

McNally, a winner in five of six

Saturday's 
World 


Series starting assignment with 
characteristic calm. 


"It makes no difference to 


me who I face," the Baltimore 
pitcher 
said 
of Pittsburgh's 


power-packed lineup. "All I can 
do is win or lose." 


In recent years, McNally has 


mostly been winning. 
During 


the past four regular seasons, 
the 28-year-old left-hander has 
won 87 and lost only 31 while 
topping the 20-game mark each 
time. 


He has won a game in each 


of the last three American 
I/eague playoffs and his record 
in World Series 
competition, 


dating back to 1966, is 2-1. The 
loss was by a 2-1 score to the 
New York Mets in 1969.
